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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 

AS  OF  MARCH  1,  1941 


With  the  exception  of  frozen  and  cured  meats  and  lard,  all 
commodities  in  cold  storage  were  reduced  during  February,  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service  reports. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  March  1,  1941,  indicated 
withdrawals  of  about  6 million  bushels  during  the  preceding  month; 
stocks  of  frozen  fruits  and  berries  were  reduced  by  13-|  million 
pounds;  frozen  vegetables  by  8 million;  creamery  butter  by  13  mil- 
lion; all  cheese  by  about  53/4  million  and  frozen  poultry  by 
28  million  pounds. 

Aggregate  stocks  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats  were  in- 
creased during  February  by  31  million  pounds.  Frozen  and  cured 
beef  holdings,  however,  were  reduced  by  9-g-  million  pounds  and 
offal  and  trimmings  by  9-|-  million,  but  this  was  more  than  offset 
by  an  increase  in  pork  of  about  50  million  pounds.  Lard  stocks 
continued  to  accumulate;  the  increase  during  February  totaled 
nearly  18  million  pounds.  In  addition,  about  a million  pounds  of 
rendered  pork  fat  went  into  storage  . 

The  monthly  space  occupancy  report  covering  operations  of 
211  public  warehouses  for  March  1,  indicates  that  50  percent  of 
the  available  net  piling  space  was  occupied.  This  compares  with 
55  percent  for  February  1.  The  average  occupancy  for  coders 
was  40  percent  and  freezers  71  percent  compared  with  46  and  77 
percent,  respectively,  for  February  1. 
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FRUITS  and.  VESETABIES ' 


FRESH  FRUITS 

Holdings  of  apples  in  cold,  storage  on  March  1,  1941,  totaled 

16.880.000  bushels.  This . quantity  ’ exceeds  stocks  or  hand  a year 
earlier  by  2,387,000  bushels  s.nd  the  5-year  ( 1936-40)  average  by 

1.001.000  bushels.  The  apparent  out- of- storage  movement  of  apples 
during  February  1941  was  6,134,000  bushels  compared  with  5,813,000 
for  the  same  period  of  1940  and  5,986,000  for  the  5-year  average . 


The  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  reported  that  it  held 
no  stocks  on  March  1. 


FROZEN  FRUITS 

March  1 stocks  of  frozen  fruits  and  berries  totaled.  114,705,000 
pounds.  This  indicates  net  wi thdrawals  during  February  of  13,566,000 
pounds.  A year  earlier  the  apparent  out-of-storage  movement  was 

12,427,000  pounds.  Of  the  total  reported,  21,821,000  pounds  were  un- 
classified as  to  variety. 

FROZEN  VEGETABLES 

Stocks  of  all  frozen  vegetables  totaled  62,873,000  pounds,  in- 
dicating net  withdrawals  from  storage  during  February  of  8,046,000 
pounds.  A year  earlier  the  out-of-storage  movement  was  6,183,000 
pounds.  The  quantity  unclassified  by  variety  was-  2,394,000  pounds.

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Stocks  of  creamery  butter  on  hand  March  1,  1941,  totaled  16,520,000  pounds.  This  quantity 
is  the  lowest  for  March  1 since  1924  and  is  1,846,000  pounds  less  than  the  quantity  on  hand 
March  1,  1940,  and  15,722,000  pounds  below  the  5-year  ( 1936-40)  average.  The  net  reduction  dur- 
ing February  was  13,195,000  pounds,  which  compares  with  a reduction  during  February  a year  earlier 
of  10,823,000  and  an  average  of  14,956,000  pounds. 

The  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  still  carries  66 s 000  pounds  of  butter  in  storage 
and  The  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  has  increased  its  holdings  to  1,383,000  pounds.

Cheese  stocks  were  reduced  by  5,718,000  pounds  and  March  1 holdings,  totaling  119,590,000 
pounds,  exceeded  those  of  a,  year  earlier  by  36,540,000  and  the  5-year  average  by  33,018,000  pounds* 

Stocks  of  eggs  were  298,000  cases  of  shell  and  45,120,000  pounds  of  frozen  egg  meats,  or  a 
total  case-equivalent  of  1,587,000.  This  quantity  is  418,000  cases  in  excess  of  Mm  ha  1,  1940, 
stocks  but  25,000  cases  below  average.  Included  in  the  figures  for  shell  eggs  are  15,963  cases 
held  for  the  account  of  The  Surplus  Marketing  Administration. 

The  out-of-storage  movement  of  all  frozen  poultry  during  February  totaled  28. 063 , OOOpounds, 
This  movement  compares  wi oh  a similar  one  a year  earlier  of  22,203,000  and  a 5-year  average  of 

18.522.000  pounds. 

March  1,  1941,  stocks,  totaling  163,347,000  pounds,  exceeded  those  of  March  1,  1940,  by 

18.588.000  pounds  and  the  average  by  42,322,000  pounds.  All  varieties  without  exception  showed 
decreases  from  a month  earlier.

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MEATS  and  LARD 

The  aggregate  increase  in  stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  meats,  "beef, 
pork,  and  trimmings  during  Petruary  totaled  31,154,000  pounds.  Prczen 
and  cured  "beef  holdings  were  reduced  hy  9-J-  million  and  trimmings  and  of- 
fal "by  the  same  amount,  but  pork  stocks  increased  more  than  50  million 
pounds . 


Total  meat  stocks  of  approximately  983  million  pounds  were  about 
146  million  pounds  heavier  than  those  of  March  1,  1940,  and  201  million 
pounds  above  the  5-year  (1936-40)  average  for  March  1. 

Further  increases  in  lard  stocks  occurred  during  February.  These 
totaled  nearly  18  million  pounds.  March  1 holdings  of  about  317^  mil- 
lion were  61  million  pounds  above  those  of  a year  earlier  and  about  161p 
million  above  average.  In  addition  to  the  lard  stocks,  there  were  8 mil- 
lion pounds  of  rendered  pork  fat  on  hand.  Included  in  the  figures  for 
lard  stocks  are  about  6-g-  million  pounds  held  for  the  account  of  The  Sur- 
plus Marketing  Administration.
